road train. 
Smiling and bowing, he 


turned to make his way toward the 
Russian finance minister, JI. Kokov- 


soff, who was awaiting him on the 
station platform a few paces distant. 


Fusillade of Shots. 


Suddenly a half dozen revolver 


KKots, 
fired 
in 
quick 
succession, 


were heard, followed by the cries of 
Uiose standing, near the prince, who 
had either been wounded or im- 
agined themselves to be. 


At the second report Prince Ito 


staggered and foil fainting. It'was 
subsequently found that he had re- 
ceived three '>ullets, two of which 
entered the abdomen. 


Prince It.o did not recover 
con- 


sciousness, and died twenty minutes 
later. 


The fusillade of shots threw the 


crowd into a panic and it was some 


time before it could .be determined 
who, beside the prince, had suffered. 
When the excitement had somewhat 
subsided it was found ..that three 
i-other members- -of "tlie "party on the 
platform had been, injured. 


Two Others Shot. 


•Prince Ito's private secretary re- 


ceived a bullet, as did Japanese 
Conpii' General Kawakan and Gen- 
eral Manager Tanaka of the South 
Manchurian railway who had moved- 
closer to the prince as the firing be- 
gan. - It is thought that these three 
are not mortally wounded. 


The perpetrator' of tlie outrage 


was not hard to locate, as he-stood 
defiantly In the crowd, revolver in 
'hand. 
He proved to be a Korean, 


and with two companions of tlie 
same nationality, boasted of a con- 
spiracy to take the 
life of the 


former resident general of Korea in 
satisfaction for the alleged tyranny 
of tho prince over Koreans.

Assassination Grows Di-ainatic. 


' As the police pounced upon ttie' 


three Koreans, the one who did the 
shooting exclaimed dramatically, "I 
came to. Harbin for the sole ..pur- 
pose of ' assassinating Prince Ito, to 
avenge my country." 


None of .-the three Koreans at- 


tempted to escape; 
The- assassin, 


while claiming f-.o have been inspired 
by a patriotic motive, and to believe 
-that Japanese wrongs to 
Koreans 


justified his act, admitted tinder ex 
animation that he had a • persona:

grudge against the Japanese states- 
man who, while resident-general in 
'Korea, had caused the execution o: 
several of the murders' friends.

In accepting 
the invitation the Russian minister 
said that political questions must be 
barred, as he was competent only to 
discuss financial and technical sub- 
jects, these concerning the status of 
the Manchurian railroad.

Fall. Mortally Wounded. 


Prince Ito fell mortally wounded. 
Three of the prince's '^'companions

to's private secretary.

Outcome of .a Plot. 


The assassination of Prince Ito ap- 


pears to have been the outcome of an 
organized plot. 


The local authorities who, antlcipat- 


ng the arrival of Prince Ito, were on 
the lookout for suspicious characters 
arrested yesterday three Koreans, who 
Were at the station .and were found to 
be armed with revolvers, 


However, the task of guarding the 


prince was rendered difficult by reason 
of -Japanese Consul. General. Kawa- 
kan'.s request that the railway officials 
permit all Japanese to enter the rail- 
road station to 'greet the prince. 


The police point out that it was 


quite, impossible to distinguish Ko- 
reans from Japanese by /their appear- 


The Russian minister of finance, M. 


KokovsofC and the Russian ;military 
authorities accompanying Prince Ito 
exposed to the same danger from fly- 
ing bullets as was the prince. 


Stood Near the Victim. 


Indce'l Kokovsoft was nearer the 


Japanese envoy at the time of the 
shooting than wore those who were 
wounded. 
Had the assassin delayed 


for a moment the shooting, the for- 
eign consuis would have been in much 
darker, us Ito was approaching them.

CAIRO'S NOISY WELCOME. 


Cairo,.,111.,

26.—The roaring 


cannon of the Danville battery, sta- 
tioned on barges in the Ohio river, 
opposite this city, gave notice today 
when the president's flotilla, rounded 
the Cairo point at noon, leaving the 
Mississippi -river 
and 
entering the 


Ohio, and headed for the Cairo wharf.

son A. Ross, charged with ths murder 
of Daniel R. Linder, a • Muncie 
and 


Portland traction conductor, returned 
a verdict- this forenoon finding the 
defendant guilty and fixing his pun- 
ishment at life imprisonment. 


The jury retired to their room, after 


the completion'of the arguments of 
the attorneys and the charge of Judge, 
Englc, at 6:15, o'clock- last evening.' 
The case was vigorously- fought by 
both tho state and the defense, but 
the testimony against the 
prisoner 


was so strong that opinion was pretty 
general the verdict would be what it is. 


Conductor Linder, who was killed 


by Dr. Ross, was formerly a conduc- 
tor on the Toledo and Chicago inter- 
urban, and went out at the time of the 
strike on that road several months 
ago. After that he took a position on 
the Muncie line and was acting as 
conductor at the time of the murder, 
which grew out o£ a difficulty 
that 


arose by reason of Dr. jRoss' refusal 
to pay his fare as a passenger. 


Government Exerts Itself 


to Get Convicted Banker 


in a Jail. 


Chicago, 
Oct,' 26.'—United 
States 


District Attorney • Sims today filed, a 
petition In the United States circuit 
court of appeals 'asking that John R. 
Walsh, convicted -of misapplying the 
funds of the Chicago National bank, 
o£ which ha was president, be taken 
into custody and a continuance of his 
ball denied. The ground urged by. the 
federal attorney for tha action, which 
would put Walsh in prison regardless 
of an appeal to the United States su- 
preme court, which is contemplated by 
his attorneys, la that the government 
fears . that Walsh will • fly from - the 
country and take'up his residence.in 
some country not covered by extradi- 
tion • laws. 


. An answer was filed and the court 
took the petition under 
advisement. 


In its petition the government sets up 
the existence of bail'bonds of $60,000 
with the Illinois Surety company and 
alleges that an agreement has been 
made by Walsh whereby lie has in ef- 
fect secured ' the company from pos- 
sible loss and is really in the condi- 
tion of having filed a bond with the 
government. 
; 


In his answer Walsh denies that any 


such agreement exists, and asserts 
that -lie has never had any intention 
to leave the country. The charge id 
of such a nature that it could be better 
handled by him, from 
Mexico or 


France than from the penitentiary, is 
met by the assertion from Walsh that 
his presence and business activity is 
needed In the United States to pre- 
serve, if possible, a part of his wealth 
for himself and that to leave the coun- 
try would ruin his properties. 


Assistant District Attorney Wilker- 


sou appeared in court for the govern- 
ment and Attorney John S. Miller rep- 
resented Walsh, who was also present 
in the court room. Numerous legal 
authorities were city by the govern- 
ment and the defense in support of 
their 
contention. 
An early . ruling 


from the appellate court judges is ex- 
pected.

noise that the police were called, then 
they paid their respects to a Barr 
street Hebrew merchant, who consign- 
ed every one of them to a place in the 
penitentiary and discoursed for some 
time on the public good that, might 
be accomplished by sending them over 
the road.

Tha nows spread quick- 
ly through the city and caused the 
greatest depression.

Not Officially Announced. 


Up to 8 o'clock tonight the death of

waa unusually nuiet, the Japanese ap- 
pearing to have been, stunned by the 
tragedy. 
The public generally knows 


little of the facts and even the for- 
eign office was without details this 
evening.

Such brief dispatches as 


had been received by the pres* state 
that the prince was shot twice in the 
abdomen, that ha fainted and was im- 
mediately carried to a Russian hos-

learned of tho assassination 
of the 


Japanese statesman. Baron Shlbusa- 
wo, the head of the commission, was 
nearly prostrated for a time, and wept 
bitterly. 
The members of the party 


were unanimous in praise of Prince 
Ito's leadership in what they called 
the "new Japan." As the leader of the 
party, Baron Shlbusawa was the chief 
spokesman. He said: 


"The news of the assassination of 


Prince Ito is so sudden that I hesitate 
to believe it. It seems, however, that 
there is no room for doubt. If this be 
true, our country could 
sustain no 


greater loss than the death of this 
distinguished citizen. 


''Personally, Prince Ito was a liberal 


and philanthropic man. He was liked 
by all people with whom he came In 
contact. Being, however, the foremost 
maker of tha new Japan. In the fifty 
years of his political life he was often 
exposed to the danger of assassination, 
but by the grace of heaven he had 
been enjoying the best of health and 
was expected to contribute much to 
Japan hereafter. 


Set Up Nsw Constitution. 


"His political activities were mani- 


fold. Among them the most conspic- 
uous was his institution of the new 
constitution. It was the emperor who 
gave the constitution which was tho 
most conspicuous change In the policy 
of Japan and this change was greatly 
due to Prince Ito's foresight. 


"His countrymen will nearly 
all 


agree that the emperor had no ad- 
viser In whom he had moro confidence 
than Prince Ito, whose death will be 
a great loss to his majesty. 


"The lato princo never hesitated In 


tha face of adversity and was a moot 
devoted servant. Ho served five terms 
as prime minister and in splto of his 
official duties he thought of his other 
duties and settlement of Korean at- 
toirs which were in a moro or less 
chaotic condition. Despite the earnest 
entreaties of several of his political 
friends, he thought it was a position 
In which he could serve his country- 
men best and In which he intended to 
devote the remainder of his life. 


"Prince Ito's policy regarding Korea 


was to guide the emperor and people 
of Korea in such a way that they 
would have more confidence In Japan 
and would not risk their own destiny 
by rushing to any extremity. 


Wa» Much Criticised. 


"For his Korean policy the prince 


was very much criticised In our coun- 
try, especially for his leniency in treat- 
Ing with Korean affairs, but the em- 
peror believed Prince Ito's policy to be 


o'clock^ this afternoon at th» city 
building and will be continued until 
all who apply have been accommo- 
dated.

Prehistoric Bones—Man 


Had Fooled Him. 


Marlon. Ind.. Oct. 26.—After travel- 


Ing all the way from New York city 
to this city and bringing -with him th« 
necessary paraphernalia for excavat- 
ing, 
preserving and 
shipping 
the 


skeletons of prehistoric animals and 
•n-itb. glowing pictures in his mind of 
the great find he was about to un- 
earth, which would prove one of the 
greatest ever made of prehistoric ani- 
mals. Professor Barnum Brown, an ex- 
pert from the American Museum ot 
Natural .History found on his arrival 
that his trip had been made In vain 
and that the institution was the vic- 
tim of a misrepresentation. 


Frank Mart, a farmer, who former- 


ly lived on a farm seven miles east of 
Falrmount has been In communication 
•with the museum for more than a year 
regarding the sale of the skeletons of 
prehistoric animals which he claimed 
to have found on his land. Last spring 
Mart informed the Institution that he 
hart found the skeleton of an animal 
while excavating in an open ditch, 
which had been pronounced that of a 
crocodile by a professor of an Indiana 
college. He claimed that by excavat- 
ing he had exposed twenty-eight foot 
of the skeleton, but had not reached 
the end of the skeleton and that he 
had been forced to abandon further 
excavations on account of rising wa- 
ters but expected to resume work 
again this fall when the water would 
be low. From his description it was 
thought the skeleton would measure 
thirty-eight, feet. Mart endeavored to 
sell the skeleton to the institution for 
a large sum of money. "Arrangements' 
were finally made for Professor Brown 
to come after the skeleton on, or near 
October 21. When he arrived yester- 
day he fouud that Mart had sold his 
farm two weeks ago and had left this 
part of the country. Professor Brown 
made a. trip to the farm in hopes of 
finding the skeleton but was unable 
to do so or to even find an open ditch 
on the place. Mr. Brown was here 
about a, year ago endeavoring to pur- 
chase the skeleton of a giant beaver, 
which was found on tho Mart farm, 
but Mart sold it to the Field Museum 
of Chicago after having closed a con-> 
tract with Professor Brown for It.

Long Island Murderer Gives 


Shocking Recital of the 


Luther Girl's End. 


New Tork, Oct. 26.—"She told me 


she loved me. She begged me not to 
leave her and she kissed mo. Then, 
as she raised her face to 
kiss 


again, I shot her in the mouth. She 
was dead al Irlght, and I didn't think 
it worth while to bother about bitty- 
ing her, so I left her body lying there 
and went back to my wife and child.' 


This,was the confession that cleared 


up yesterday the mystery surrounding 
the. death 
ot Anna Luther, whose 


bleached and charred 
skeleton was 


found a, week ago In a forsaken patch 
.of woods near Islip, L. I., where It had 
lain for a year and a half. 


The confession was made by Fredi 


crick Gebhardt, a married man with 
one child, who was arrested Sunday 
night in his homo in Astoria, L. I. Ac- 
cording to Gebhardt's detailed state- 
ment he married the Luther girl only 
,two months before he murdered hoi- 
She supposed his name to be Otto 
Mueller. 
After a honeymoon trip to 


Germany he left her for' a few days, 
during which time he was with his 
real wife and their child In Astoria. 


Rejoining the woman, who supposed 


she was his bride, in Now Tork City, 
he spent one day and one night with 
her and then lured her to the forsaken 
woodland, where ho revealed to her 
that he already had a wife'and would 
have to desert her. 
"•. It was her protestation ot undying 
love for him and her pleading not to 
be forsaken that caused him to kill 
her. And his confession was made in 
the same coldbloodedness 
that had 


marked the murder. It was as if he 
had been describing a trip to a pleas- 
ure resort, and when the police had 
reduced tho confession to the form of 
an official statement he signed it with- 
out a tremor. _The signed statement 
is as follows: 


"About December, 1907, I first met 


Anna Luther. We were married .In 
February, 1008, and went to "Europe to 
live. • "We returned .on April 6, 190S. 
She went to Henry Wertupp's, in New- 
ark, N. J., tp spend a day or two. On 
the pretense that I was going to ront 
an apartment for us to live In, I re- 
turned to my home and wife in Asto- 
ria. 


"I met Anna again on April "8, in 


Newark, and wo went to an nddross In 
Thirty-fourth street. New York, anil 
hen to Jamaica, L. I. 
We staid in 


Jamaica until next day. 


"On April 0 we wont to Bay Shore 


anil we walked about and I showed 
ler some property. I got Into an ar- 
gument with her about some money 
•natters nnrt I turned ajvuy and wanted 
-0 go back. 
She fol|bwed 
mu 
up. 


screaming, and I shot'her in the head. 
I rtld not look at her, and do not re- 
member whether I shot her more than 
once. 


"Immediately after I went to the 


Isllp depot and took a train for home. 
H was nearly 
dark. 
On the 
way 


home on the train I threw the revolver 
out of tho car window. 


"Love for Child Made Me Kill." 
"I want to state that I did not kill 


Anna Luther for her money, as the 
newspapers have stated. My original 
reason for marrying Anna was that I 
did not caro to live with my first wife 
any longer, but as she—my first wife- 
had given me a child my desire to 
again see my child caused me to want 
to get rid of Anna Luther and return 
to'my first wife and child. 


"I had to get rid of her, but I didn't 


mean to kill her. I thought first I 
fould get her to give me somo money 
for land I didn't own. So I took her 
down to Long Island near some lots : 
did own to let her see the land. She 
wouldn't come to terms, and I told her 
then that I was already married and 
had a child I loved, that I was tired o 
her, and wanted to go back to my wife 


"Sho began to cry, -and plead, and 


scream, and run about. She told me 
she loved1 me and kissed me. As she 
put up her face to kiss me again 
shot her In the head." 


Wrote Friends She Was 111. 


Gebhardt 
told 
the police that to 


cover his victim's 
disappearance he 


wrote letters to her friends in Newark 
and Germany, telling them that Anna 
was in poor health and had gone to 
Florida. 
Then 
he 
quit 
"bothering 


about her." 


Gebhardt, when ho was in Germany, 


bought two- German police dogs, and 
it was by tracing the dogs that the 
detectives found his home in Astoria.

this fatal letter had led him to give to 
Bradley, who does not exist outside 
of his own imagination, his own per- 
sonal description. As soon us he saw 
the letter again his jaw dropped, he 
grew white and began to shiver, and 
before the reading was completed, ex- 
claimed: 


"Oh, what's the use, anyway? You 


have me and I might as well own I 
killed her."

epidemic of smallpox within the cor- 
porate limits of the city of Fort 
Wayne, and vaccination is the only 
acknowledged preventive of said dis- 
ease, as well as the only preventive 
of the same becoming an epidemic; 
and, 


•"Whereas, It is dangerous tp the 


public generally to allow and per- 
mit persons to attend school, either 
private, public or parochial, within 
the limits o£ said city, when there 
exists an 'exposure to an epidemic 
of said diseases unless such-persons 
have been recently and successfully 
vaccinnated; and. 


Whereas, Persons having had one 


attack 
of smallpox are 
protected 


from the dangers of said disease. 
Now, 
therefore, 


Be it resolved, By the board of 


public health of the city of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, that no person shall 
be allowed or permitted to- attend 
any public school, parochial school 
or institution at which persons are 
instructed and taught in any branch 
of learning within the 
limits of 


said city of Fort Wayne unless such 
person is protected from smallpox, 
either by a prior attack thereof, to 
be shown by a certificate of the sec- 
retary of the board of health, or-by 
a successful recent vaccination, and 
in the latter, event no such person, 
shall be allowed or permitted to at- 
tend any such school or institution 
unless there be presented by such 
person a certificate of a
